The fact that such a scheme has been suggest- 
ed is a pleasing incident in this somewhat em- 
bittered controversy. Both parties have been 
te blame. The men who indorsed the test pro- 
posed by Professor Tyndall's friend have too 
often done so in an arrogant, sneering man- 
mer, that was sufficient in itself to prevent 
the trial. Then, again, they have boasted of the 
unwillingness of Christians to submit to such a 
test, arguing that the latter were unwilling be- 
cause they were afraid, and that this proved 
their side of the question. Of course, it really 
proved nothing, It would have been strange if 
asingle plan, without modification, had pleased 
everybody. Neither the rejection of this nor 
of: all others would show fear. There are some 
thorough beliefeé which men have, and which 
they would yet be loth to submit to a test, how- 
eversureof the result. An English review 
illustrates this by saying that a suggestion to a 
husband to test his wife's honor would be bitter- 
ly resented as an inenlt. Yet a man’s love for 
his wife and his belief in ber are often excelled 
by Christian's love for, and belief in, his 
creed, down to its minutest part. In a failure 
to comprehend this fact, and ite consequences, 
lies the chief error of the innovators. 
On the other hand, the tone taken in reply to 
the proposed innovation has often been need- 
lesely offensive. It is denounced, again aad 
again, as “impious.” This is absurd. No hon- 
est search for truth can ever be impious, po 
matter how far from the truth the seeker may 
stray. The Bible maintains also, by implication, 
at least, that the sun revolves around the eerth. 
No one cbjects now to an allegorical interpreta- 
tion of the passages concerning the latter state- 
ment, and in this way science and revelation are 
reconciled. But when Galileo wrote, he com- 
batted as deeply-fixed a belief as that of to-day 
in the efficacyof prayer. It was not his hitting 
upon the truth that kept him from impiety. Lf he 
had been wrong, he would still have been free 
from that reproach. And so, whether right or 
wrong in fact, the believers in Tyndall are right 
in maintaining what they believe to be the truth, 
and shotld have a fair hearing from the believers 
in prayer. The suggestion of this sew scheme 
shows that some, at least, of the latver are ready 
to give the former such a bearing. 

We therefore regret the more that the new 
achéme seems scarcely as fair a test as the old 
one. The chrious influence of ose mind upon 
another, although many miles apart (shown by 
prophetic dreams, by the so-called spiritual man- 
ifestations, and by mesmerism ), acknowledged.

such a mesmeric mastery over the minds of those 
prayed for, that the mental change of conversion 
would take place simplyas a result of the now 
imperfectly-understood bwa of mind-connection. 
In the case of the hospital-test, a physical change 
would hayeto be produced. To be sure, the 
knowledges ci the patients that their recovery 
was an capecial objec! of prayer would tend to 
a mental condition favorable to that re- 
covery. The powerful influence of mind upon 
body has just beenreattested, once more, by 
the “miraculous”: restoration to bealth of 
French pilgrims; st the shrines of La Salette 
and Lourdes. Nevertheless, the physical change 
would be harder tocompass than the mental one. 
The will-power would be far weaker in regard 
to several bundret patients, mostof whom would 
be unknown, than if only fifty, all of whom 
were known, were concerned. Ia the latter case, 
the will, in the former, prayer, would apparently 
have the bulk of the work to do. Now that a 
disposition has been manifested on one side to 
go half way, itieto be lopel that the other 
party, which boaste of ite liberality, will not re- 
fuse to respond. This important suggestion 
should not be allowed to drop ou®Sof sight, leav- 
ing onlyasting behind. Let us have some 
compromise test, acceptable, as far as possible, 
to both patties to the dispute. Then let the test 
be applied, as rigorously end as reverently as 
maybe. Truth can always afford to be tried.
